FARMERS SEE VALUE OF
TUBERCULOSIS TESY

Tested Herds Bring High Price—
Others Shied At

Another dairy farmer in Medina
county has decided to make applica-
tion for tuberculosis testing. eis
Atlee Ganyard, a Holstein breeder of
Granger, This looks mighty en-
couraging for the dairy business .in
Medina county. Do you think it
pays? You will think so when you
read the following:

Two Holstein sales have recently
been held in the county. The cattle
in one of the herds was tuberculin
tested while in the other they were
not. . In the first case men from' oth-
er parts of the state attended the sale,
bid and bought a number of animals,
This sale averaged nearly $300 per
head. In the other case the cattle
were not tested. In spite of the fact
that this sale was held the next day
after the one mentioned above, the
buyers from outside the county did not
stay. Why? Because they had a
tuberculin-frec herd at home and there
fore could not buy cows that had not
been tested. 1

The writer understands that the cat-
tle in this second sale sold for such a
low price that the owner decided not
to gell them all. / It certainly pays to
have your herd tested. Send to the
Farm Bureau office for application
blanks,

Dr. Elissen, State Veterinarian, and
Dr. J. S. Healy, also of the State De-
partment of Agriculture, report that
21,428 head of cattle were shipped out
of Wisconsin in 1919 for breeding pur-
poses, while only 4,147 head were brot
into the etate,  The figures empha-
size the importance of the work being
done by the department in eradicating
tuberculosis, and thus creating an
increased demand for disease-free cat-
tle. There are whole counties in
Wisconsin that are entirely free of tu-
berculosis. Medina should be one*of
these free counties in Ohio.
